These funds are used to pronote Energy Efficiency in Departnent of Defense buil dings
consistent with the Energy Policy Act of 1992, P. L. 102-486, and the President's Executive
Order on Federal Agency Energy Efficiency and Alternative Fuel Use. These instrunents direct
Federal agencies to take actions necessary to increase energy efficiency in Federal Buildings
and reduce gl obal warm ng.

The maj or goals of the Energy Policy Act of FY 1992 are to reduce energy consunption by
30% by 2005 and to acconplish all the identified energy conserving neasures that wll|l pay back
their investnent in ten or fewer years.

The operations financed include engineering criteria and systens, awareness activities,
training, research and devel opnment prograns, denonstration of new technol ogi es, energy program
managenent enpowering energy efficiency inprovenents through Energy Savings Perfornance
Contracts (ESPG), and the nodernization of energy systems. The nodernization activities
i nclude insulating buildings, installing fans, providing solar power, updating of |ighting,
air conditioning, heating and hot water systens, replacing inefficient notors and installing
automatic lighting controls. Al other funding is in the mlitary services.
